In the claims : 

Please amend claims 1 and 3 as follows. The text of the unamended claims is reproduced 
below in small, italicized print for ease of reference. 


1 . (Amended) A DFB laser driving device for driving a DFB laser to output optical 
signals having a predetermined wavelength and a predetermined output level, the DFB laser 
driving device comprising: 

an input unit adapted to input set values of a wavelength and an output level; 

an approximate temperature calculating section adapted to calculate an approximate 
temperature of the DFB laser based on the set values of the wavelength and output level; 

an output level variation calculating section adapted to calculate an output level variation 
of the DFB laser based on the approximate temperature; 
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
